Now that is a familiar sight from years ago! When I went into the shipboard 
marine repair business, the firm I was working for (a division of Canadian 
Marconi Company out of Montreal, PQ) did a lot of Marconi Marine contract 
work. Biggest user that called at Port of New Orleans was "The Bank Lines, 
Ltd" ships. 


The Atalanta was a pretty good receiver considering what it had in it. 
Marconi called everything by some name as well as a model number which 
almost nobody used! The commonest transmitters used with it at that time 
was the 100 watt "Oceanspan" and the 400 watt "Globespan". Some of the Bank 
Line ships had the older "Mercury" and "Electra" receivers which preceded 
the Atalanta. 


I did have a manual for the Atlanta around here somewhere. Will see if I 
can locate it!

One of our long term goals at the MRHS is to accurately recreate a vintage 
KPH operating position. Position 1 was always the primary position so 
that's been the target. 


We have had most of what we needed to do that for a while now, using 
artifacts from the station and parts of our personal collections. But one 
thing was missing: a Marconi "Atlanta" receiver. 


After years of searching on eBay one finally showed up in excellent 
condition. Today, we loaded it into the operating room at the KPH 
receiving station - with the help of a couple of strong guests! The 
Atlanta certainly deserves the honorary title of a real boatanchor. Best 
of all... it works!

The operator shown is Bill Meloney. Bill, a Quaker, would not fight in 
WWII. But he sailed as a Radio Officer in the Merchant Marine, where the 
casualties were as great or greater than for combat. He was torpedoes 
twice and after the war became one of the best Morse operators KPH ever 
saw. The recreation of Position 1 of that particular vintage is intended 
to honor the memory of "WM". 


The top receiver on the right side is a Radiomarine CRM R-6A, which I have 
in my collection. See it at: 


http://www. radiomarine.org/CRM-R6A/ 


The lower receiver on the right is a HRO-500. We have two original KPH 
HRO-500s, one of which might be the very one in the photo. We do not have 
the low frequency preamplifier shown above the HRO so the search continues 
for that item. 


On top of the middle rack is the cubby hole storage for each operator's 
bug. Luckily, that was saved from destruction years ago by Denice's 
husband so we have it today. 


We also have the rack itself, the antenna selection panel with the white 
buttons, the four speaker panel at the bottom of the rack and a radio room 
clock as shown to the left. Unless we unearth a transmitter control panel 
(the panel with the yellow tally lights) in some dark corner of the store 
room we'll have to construct that. 


There are a lot of questions we have to answer before starting on the 
project - such as where the restored operating position would go. But 
with the acquisition of the Atlanta receiver we now have just about 
everything needed to begin. 


REQUEST: If you a manual for the Marconi Atlanta or know where we might 
find one, please let me know.

Halogen bulbs are pressurized with iodine. They run the envelope really 
hot so that the iodine can scavenge the tungsten that condenses on the 
quartz envelope, and bring it back to the filament where it's useful. 
(The bulb is smaller than a normal bulb of the same wattage for that 
reason.) It lets the bulb run much hotter (brighter) without quickly 
moving the filament to the envelope, turning it all gray, with resulting 
short life. 5 to 10 times the life compared to a normal nitrogen filled 
light bulb. I first ran into them in the stage lighting market, where 
they were just the cat's meow: same power, more light, and 500 hours 
life instead of 50 hours. 


The bugbear is how hot the quartz envelope has to be to make the iodide 
cycle work. Notice I said quartz, this isn't just your ordinary soda 
glass. A coke bottle at these temperatures would be liquid. 


Thing is, if you leave a fingerprint on that quartz envelope, it absorbs 
enough UV light to cause localized heating. So hot that it makes the 


quartz soften, and you get a bulge and a blowout. So a fingerprint may 
have caused this. 


Of course, with a quartz bulb made to the "China Price" as demanded by 
Wal-Mart, perhaps the glass had some impurity, or wasn't properly 
annealed, or wasn't properly sealed to the leads. The latter has been a 
challenge for light bulb and tube manufacturing since forever. Things 
like matching the coefficient of expansion of the lead and the quartz 
and the wire. Things you might cheat on to get in the low bid, or 
undercut the China Price. 


Or, the socket in the fixture may have been cheaped-out. It should have 
floating contacts, so as to apply no stress to the leads. 


It's often the case that fixtures using these bulbs come with a glass or 
quartz cover between the bulb and the user. Strikes me as prudent. Of 
course, that increases the cost. 


If you dare use it again, consider finding a bulb with US, European, or 
even Mexican manufacture. May have to go to a real lighting supply 
store, someplace that doesn't sell only the cheapest items they can get.

Halogen lamps ARE incandescent lamps. With only a filament, does that make them 
‘monodes'? (BA content.) 


Halogens are so bright because the filament is run much hotter than standard 
bulbs. The filament would burn out rapidly at that temperature except for the 
halogen gas. It grabs the tungsten atoms as they vaporize off the filament and 
redeposits them back on the filament instead of on the inside of the relatively 
cooler glass envelope. That's why halogen bulbs don't blacken during their 
lifetime. The bulb is quartz glass instead of ordinary glass to handle the heat. 
Oddly, the halogen cycle depends on the high heat, so operating one of these bulbs 
on a dimmer at much lower voltage can cause the bulb to blacken and fail rapidly. 


Yeah they're under high pressure so a flaw in the glass can cause a blowout. 
Life's full of surprises, get over it. Switch to compact flourescent. Oh wait, 
some of them make a little RFI. Try candles, except they can burn your house 
down. Live ina cave, it's safer.

I very much enjoyed your article on the RME-45 in the July 1996 issue = 
of Electric Radio. I am presently restoring an RME-45B Cal-O-Matic s/n = 
PG379A and found your article very helpful. It has been extensively = 
worked on by several individuals of varying skills. In other words, it = 
is a mess. Those mica style condensers used are really paper and I found = 
only two to be barely serviceable, the rest displaying excessive = 
leakage. I replaced all of them. 


One problem is finding a schematic applicable to my particular model. = 
Seems there must have been several production changes along the way and 
figuring out which ones apply to my unit is a bit of a challenge. The = 
AVC circuit has been reworked several times in the past and really = 
messed up. I am in the process of rewiring that whole circuit.=20 


My biggest problem however is that darn Cal-O-Matic tuning. My unit = 
came missing the outer knob and shaft. I can only guess (three times I = 
have been wrong) what it should consist of. I am enclosing a picture of 
one of my three failed attempts to manufacture a working replacement. = 
The inner shaft is the problem. 


Any help would be greatly appreciated. Perhaps I may write a follow up = 
article for ER if I can get this unit working properly.
